Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Twenty-second  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Heywood. 

In  accordance  with  the  instruction  of  the  Registrar  General 
the  Birth-rate  for  1919  is  based  upon  an  estimated  population  of 
27,275,  and  the  Death-rate  is  based  upon  an  estimated  civil  popula- 
tion of  26,183. 

Births. — The  number  registered  during  1919  was  427.  This 
number  is  71  more  than  registered  in  1918.  In  1918  there  was  a 
decrease  of  68  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  birth-rate 
is  therefore  15*65  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  whereas 
during  the  previous  year  it  was  estimated  at  14^4  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  Forty-seven  of  the  above  births  were  illegitimate, 
which  is  equal  to  1 1 ’o  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.  During  the 
previous  year  there  were  33  illegitimate  births,  or  9 '26  per  cent,  of 
the  total  births. 

The  birth-rate  is  2*85  per  1,000  below  that  of  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales. 

During  the  ten  years,  1909-1918,  the  birth-rate  in  Heywood 
was  19*7,  whereas  during  the  ten  years  previous,  1899-1908,  the 
birth-rate  was  22 ’8g  per  1,000  of  the  population,  i.e.,  the  birth-rate 
has  fallen  3*19  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
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In  England  and  Wales  the  birth-rate  during  1919  was  18*5  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  whereas  during  the  previous  year  it  was 
17*7  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Of  the  427  children  born  during  1919,  203  were  males  and  224 
were  females. 

Deaths. — 353  deaths  occurred  during  the  year.  This  number 
includes  not  only  the  deaths  of  persons  occurring  in  the  borough 
(290),  but  also  deaths  of  civilian  persons  formerly  resident  here 
(63),  whereas  during  the  previous  year  503  deaths  occurred.  There 
were  nine  deaths  of  illegitimate  persons  registered,  which  is  equal 
to  2 ‘55  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Sex  : 165  were  males  and  188  were  females. 

The  death-rate  for  1919  is  13-4  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
In  the  previous  year  the  death-rate  was  22^9  per  1,000  of  the 
population  ; therefore  there  is  a decrease  in  the  death-rate  of  9*5 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  average  death-rate  throughout  all  England  and  Wales 
during  1919  was  13*8  per  1,000  of  the  population  (see  subjoined 
table),  or  a decrease  of  3-8  per  1,000  of  the  population  on  the 
previous  year. 

During  the  ten  years  1909-1918  the  mean  death-rate  in  this 
Borough  has  been  17*5* 
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Birth=rate,  Death=rate  and  Analysis  of  Mortality

The  number  of  births  exceeds  the  number  of  deaths  during  the 
year  by  74,  showing  a natural  increase  in  the  population  of  74, 
whereas  during  the  previous  year  the  number  of  deaths  exceeded 
the  number  of  births  by  147. 

Transferable  Deaths.— There  are  sixty-three  of  these 
allocated  to  this  Borough.  These  are  deaths  of  persons  who, 
usually  residing  in  this  Borough,  have  died  in  a district  outside 
the  Borough.  The  names  of  these  persons  have  been  received 
from  Dr.  Butterworth,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  they  have

Infant  Mortality  Rate. — This  rate  shews  the  number  of 
deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  per  one  thousand  births. 

In  1919  in  the  Borough  of  Heywood  it  was  81,  as  against  112 
in  the  preceding  year.  In  England  and  Wales  it  was  89.

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From  this  table  you  will  at  once  see  the  large  number  of 
deaths  occurring  under  the  headings  of  Diarrhoeal  Diseases, 
Wasting  Diseases,  Bronchitis,  and  Pneumonia  during  that  period. 

The  common  Infectious  Diseases  caused  only  43  deaths.

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  caused 153,  or  19*05  ,, 

Tubercular  Diseases  caused 27,  or  3*36  ,, 

Deaths  from  all  other  causes  195,  or  24*28  ,, 

803 

68*5  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  notified  this  year  as  under  one 
year  of  age  occurred  in  children  under  three  months,  and  54  per 
cent,  of  the  latter  died  from  Wasting  Diseases,  such  as  Premature 
Birth,  Atrophy,  Debility,  Marasmus,  &c. 

51  per  cent,  of  the  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age  were 
brought  up  artificially,  whilst  the  percentage  last  year  was  55. 

As  eight  of  the  35  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age  did 
not  live  four  days  (three  dying  within  24  hours  after  birth),  the 
percentage  of  artificially-fed  to  breast-fed  should  be  higher. 

Again  the  diseases  coming  under  the  head  of  “ Wasting 
Diseases  ” have  been  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  death  amongst 
infants. 

These  diseases  are  : —

16,  or  45  *7%  of  the  Infant  Mortality 
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Deaths  from  Chest  Affections,  viz. : Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia 
have  decreased  this  year,  causing-  14*28  per  cent,  of  the  Infant 
Mortality,  whereas  last  year  22  5 per  cent,  of  the  infants’  deaths 
were  due  to  these  diseases. 

Diarrhceal  Diseases. — Only  one  death  has  occurred  from 
Diarrhoea  or  2*8  per  cent,  of  the  Infant  Mortality,  whereas  two 
deaths  have  been  due  to  Gastro-intestinal  Catarrh  and  Gastritis,  or 
5*7  per  cent. 

Still-born  Children.  — During  the  year  20  still-born  children 
were  interred  at  the  Hey  wood  Cemetery  and  12  in  St.  James* 
Churchyard.  In  the  previous  year  15  and  4 children  were  interred 
in  the  above  places. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

The  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  viz.  : Smallpox,  Measles, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Typhoid  Fever,  and 
Diarrhoea,  caused  9 deaths,  or  2*54  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from 
all  causes. 

These  deaths  were  equal  to  an  annual  zymotic  death-rate  of 
0*34  per  thousand  of  the  population.  Last  year  the  zymotic  death- 
rate  was  0*54. 

The  mean  epidemic  death-rate  during  the  last  10  years  1909  to 
1918  was  1 *27.

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup — Six  cases  were 
notified  and  one  death  occurred  during  the  year,  whereas  in  the 
previous  year  seventy  cases  were  reported  and  four  deaths  occurred.

Four  cases  were 
removed  for  treatment  to  Marland  Hospital,  and  in  two  cases  no 
isolation  was  carried  out. 

Typhoid  Fever, — One  case  has  been  notified  during  the 
year,  and  no  death  has  been  registered.  During  the  year  1918 
four  cases  were  reported  and  one  death  occurred. 
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The  disease  has  neither  been  traced  to  the  water  nor  milk 
supply.

The  disease  was  of  a rather  mild  type  and  the  complications 
frequently  associated  with  this  disease  were  not  as  numerous  as 
usual. 

The  greater  care  shewn  by  the  parents  in  keeping  the  affected 
children  in  bed,  and  warm,  in  isolating  them,  and  in  obtaining 
Medical  help  early,  was  very  noticeable,  and  had  in  my  opinion, 
much  to  do  with  the  low  mortality,  and  with  the  diminution  of  the 
complications  usually  present. 

The  Order  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  November, 
1915,  has  been  withdrawn  and  consequently  Measles  is  no  longer  a 
notifiable  disease.  This  is  unfortunate — and  I am  afraid — parents, 
whose  attention  has  been  aroused  to  the  seriousness  of  the  disease 
through  compulsory  notification,  will  cease  to  shew  the  interest 
and  take  the  care  that  they  have  done  in  the  recent  epidemic. 
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It  is  very  probable  that  the  compulsory  notification  of  the 
disease  was  the  cause  of  the  increased  care  and  interest  shewn  by 
the  parents.

Closure  of  the  Infants’  Depts.  of  the  Schools  where  the  disease 
occurred  in  epidemic  form,  was  resorted  to,  and  did  much  to 
shorten  the  outbreak. 

Closure  of  classes  in  the  Infants’  Depts.  was  at  first  tried  for 
short  periods,  but  without  success.  Early  closure  of  the  whole 
Department  for  a fortnight  was  attended  with  the  greatest  success. 

The  distribution  of  the  disease  is  shewn  in  Table  B. 

Pneumonia. — 

This  disease  became  notifiable  on  March  1st,  1920. 

24  notifications  have  been  received.  See  Table  B regarding

Deaths. — All  cases  of  Consumption,  whether  affecting  the 
brain,  bowels,  joints,  or  lungs,  &c.,  are  included  under  this  head. 
Twenty-three  deaths  have  been  registered  during  the  year.  This  is 
equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  o’8y  per  thousand  of  the  popula- 
tion, i.e.y  roughly,  one  out  of  fifteen  of  the  deaths  this  year  is  due  to 
Tuberculosis.  In  the  previous  year  thirty-one  deaths  were  registered, 
i.e.y equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  1 *41  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


During  the  last  twenty-five  years  1182  deaths  have  occurred 
from  this  disease  (222  of  these  were  deaths  of  children  under  five 
years  of  age)  out  of  a total  of  10,746  deaths  from  all  causes,  or  about 
one  out  of  nine  persons  have  died  from  Tuberculosis.

Officer  of  the  Lancashire  Insurance  Committee,  on  the  discharge 
from  the  Sanatoria  of  the  39  patients, 

It  appears  that 

Five  persons  were  reported  as  improved,  and  their  working 
capacity  was  stated  as  full.  No  bacilli  were  detected  in 
the  sputa. 

In  fourteen  cases  improvement  was  reported,  but  the  working 
capacity  of  these  was  stated  to  be  slight. 

Two  children  were  also  reported  as  improved,  and  the  sputum 
in  one  case  contained  bacilli. 

In  four  cases  improvement  was  reported,  but  the  working 
capacity  was  said  to  be  nil. 

Five  cases  were  reported  as  quiescent,  the  working  capacity  in 
one  case  was  stated  as  full,  in  three  slight,  and  one  was 
not  stated. 

The  condition  of  six  persons  was  reported  as  in  statu  quo  ; the 
working  capacity  in  one  case  was  said  to  be  slight,  and  in 
five  cases  as  nil,  the  sputum  in  one  case  contained  bacilli. 
The  sputa  in  the  remainder  was  reported  as  negative. 

One  person  was  reported  as  worse  (working  capacity  nil). 
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One  person  died  in  the  Sanatorium. 

One  case  was  admitted  to  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Bury 
for  observation  -and  the  diagnosis  of  Phthisis  was  con- 
firmed.

The  deficiency  of  housing  accommodation  is  very  marked.  At 
least  329  new  houses  are  urgently  required. 

The  Housing  Committee  have  adopted  a Site  at  Barley  Hall, 
consisting  of  9 acres,  as  a commencement  towards  overcoming  this 
deficiency.  Here  it  is  proposed  to  erect  88  houses  on  8 acres,  or  11 
houses  per  acre  (including  streets).  It  is  intended  the  remaining  acre 
should  be  used  for  a Children’s  playing  ground  and  for  Allotments. 

Type  of  Houses — 

14  houses  with  parlour,  living  room,  scullery,  3 bedrooms,  bathroom  and  W.C. 

74  houses  with  living-room,  scullery,  3 bedrooms,  bathroom  and  W.C.

The  site  and  lay-out  have  been  approved  by  the  Housing  Commissioner. 

In  addition — it  is  proposed  to  consider  a large  area,  viz.  : — - 
Hardfield,  situated  in  the  Central  Ward,  as  an  unhealthy  area,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Part  1.  of  the  Housing  and 
Working  Classes  Act,  1890. 

MATERNITY  AND  INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

A scheme  for  a Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre  has  been 
drawn  up  and  approved  by  the  Council  and  also  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

A Health  Visitor  has  been  appointed,  and  she  commences  her 
duties  on  April  19th,  1920. 

The  School  Clinic  Rooms  at  the  Central  Council  School  are  to 
be  used  temporarily  as  the  Centre.  This  arrangement  has  also  been 
approved  of  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  treatment  of  complicated 
cases  of  pregnancy,  &c.,  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester,  and 
for  sending  children,  requiring  special  treatment,  to  the  Children’s 
Hospital,  Pendlebury. 
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At  the  present  time  there  is  a deficiency  of  housing  accom- 
modation. It  is  estimated  that  at  least  329  new  houses  are  required. 
The  Council  are  preparing  a scheme  for  dealing  with  this  shortage. 

Number  of  new  houses  built  during  1919  : — None. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  milk  is  supplied  by  farmers,  some  of  whose  farms  are 
within  the  Borough,  whilst  others  are  outside  the  Borough.  There 
are  also  five  purveyors  of  milk  in  the  Borough. 

There  are  36  farms  within  the  Borough  from  which  milk  is 
obtained,  and  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  attached  to  these  have 
been  regularly  inspected.  During  the  year  there  has  been  a 
considerable  shortage  of  milk. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  13  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough.  These  have 
been  regularly  inspected.  Owing  to  their  situation  and  unsuitability 
for  their  use  as  slaughter-houses,  it  is  desirable  these  should  be 
closed  and  a public  abattoir  erected.  More  efficient  supervision 
would  then  be  obtained,  many  nuisances  would  be  removed,  and  the 
meat  would  be  prepared  under  healthier  conditions.

On  perusal  of  this  Report,  your  attention  will  naturally  be 
drawn  to  several  matters  which  stand  out  very  prominently. 

The  chief  amongst  them  are  : — 

1.  The  increase  in  the  birth-rate  which,  however,  is  still  very 

low. 

2.  The  very  low  death-rate  — the  lowest  on  record  for  this 

Borough. 

3.  The  lower  infant  mortality  rate,  which  is  lower  than  that 

for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 


Some  30  conversions  to  the  Fresh  Water  system  have  been 
carried  out  this  year.  This  is  the  largest  number  that  has  been 
made  since  1915. 

The  large  numbers  of  pail  closets,  and  of  privy  middens  and 
and  closets  attached  to  these,  which  still  are  allowed  to  exist  in  this 
town  are  a disgrace  to  the  Sanitary  Authority.  Again  you  are 
advised  to  make  a determined  effort  to  rid  the  town  of  these 
insanitary  conveniences,  which  are  a constant  source  of  danger  to 
the  health  of  those  who  live  near  to  them. 

As  pointed  out  again  and  again  in  my  Annual  Reports,  if  such 
improvements  w^ere  adopted,  our  Infant  Mortality  Rate  would  be 
lowered,  and  also,  there  would  be  a diminution  of  the  sickness  rate. 

In  addition  to  the  carrying  out  of  a conversion  scheme,  which 
should  receive  your  first  attention,  there  are  other  requirements 
urgently  needed  : — 

(a)  The  housing  scheme  should  be  urged  forward  with  greater  zeal. 
A large  number  of  houses  are  required,  as  there  is  considerable 
overcrowding  in  some  houses.  There  are  also  many  houses 
wThich  owing  to  insanitary  defects,  are  unsuitable  for  habita- 
tion and  should  be  closed.  This  cannot  be  done  until  new 
houses  are  provided  for  the  tenants  of  these  insanitary 
dwellings. 

(£)  The  draining  and  paving  of  back  streets. 

(c)  The  provision  of  a cleansing  and  disinfection  station.  Now 
that  a disinfector  has  been  purchased  it  is  hoped  that  the 
latter  will  be  erected  at  an  early  date,  in  a suitable  building. 

(, d ) The  provision  of  public  conveniences
